Roy E. Sword left a legacy for which we can all be 
thankful. Roy founded the Falcon Club of America 
in Arkansas in 1979 to unite owners of the Ford 
Falcon. He once stated that he "hoped the club would 
have forty or fifty members." Nearly forty years 
and thousands of members later, our club continues 
to thrive and has fostered countless and lasting 
friendships. 

Our mission states that the FCA was formed to 
“band together owners of the Falcon automobile to 
provide an exchange of ideas, technical information, 
amusing reminiscences and the availability of parts— 
often at a substantial discount. Lasting friendships are 
formed through local get-togethers and at the Club's 
National Meet each year." 


Because of Roy's vision for our club. we have a road 


map to guide us and so many opportunities are now 
available to all of us. He loved that first "great little 
car" and he wanted others to appreciate it as well. His 
goal was accomplished. 


Roy Sword was a man of faith and 
a man of integrity. He will be remembered 
in his community as a kind and pleasant 
man who was always willing to help others. 

He was a great family man and leaves a 

legacy to his children and grandchildren. Great 
grandson Tripp, son of Mark E. Sword, Jr., was 
recently awarded the first Roy Sword Memorial 
award with his peddle car at the Cabotfest 
Annual Show and Shine. 

Roy retired from the U.S. Navy and later 
retired from the U.S. Postal Service. He was the 
owner of North Pulaski Auto Sales in Cabot, 
Arkansas. He also owned over fifty Falcons in his 
lifetime. The family was recently notified that in 
his honor, the The Museum of Automobiles in 
Morrilton, Arkansas will put a memorial brick on 
its grounds that is inscribed, "IN MEMORY OF 
ROY SWORD, МК. FALCON.”

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The story of Red's 
California Surfer came to the 
magazine several years ago 
from a man named Red Burke. 
At the time, Red was 96 
years old. He had spoken with 
Norm Huie (FCA #8002) 
questioning any possible 


interest in purchasing his 
1960 station wagon. Norm 
forwarded that story and it 
has been in the magazine 
archives ever since. His 


personal story shows us an 
interesting car guy and his 
Falcon story is quite detailed. 





Melvin Elroy "Red" Burke was born in Granite, Oklahoma, 
September 28, 1915. As a child, his family moved to Buffalo, 
Missouri, where his father opened an auto repair shop 
specializing in Model Ts. He graduated high school in 1933 and 
soon after, he and a friend drove to California looking for work. 
He landed a job as a mechanic in Fillmore, California, and it 
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was there that he met the love of his life, Edna 
Long. They were married 66 years before Edna 
passed away in 2005. 

His love and fascination with cars, boats 
and airplanes filled their lives with adventure 
and fun. They made friends around the world 
through these interests. He wrote a book of 
his memories of flying in the early days out of 
Santa Paula airport. He made his solo flight in 
1948 at the old Fillmore airport. 

The family moved to Fort Bragg in 1964 
when he became service manager for his 
brother Bill Burke's Ford dealership. Following 
his retirement from Burke Motors he ended 
his working career as a sales clerk with Sears, 
Roebuck & Company. 

Red spent many hours enjoying the 
company of anyone who had an interesting 
car to work on or just talk about. He was a 
mentor to many young people in the area 
who were interested in anything mechanical. 
He meticulously restored many Hudson 
automobiles and loved showing them in local 
car shows and parades. 


Lake County, California has always 
been a choice spot to find collectible cars. 
At least it turned out that way for Red 
Burke. In 1975 he ran across a lovely 
1956 Hudson Hornet Special sedan with 
air conditioning in a small community 
on the eastern end of the lake and was 
able to buy it and keep it. In 1985 he 
bought a 1952 Hudson Hornet sedan in 
Upper Lake and had it on display at his 
home in Fort Bragg. 

In 2006 he and his son took his 1919 
Essex Touring Car to Ontario, Canada 
on a trailer to show it at the Western 
Regional Meet of the Hudson Essex 
Terraplane Club. As they were returning 
home, they stopped for fuel and he 
noticed a very unusual car in a front 
yard across the street. That car turned 
out to be a 1960 Ford Falcon two door 
Ranch Wagon. He and his brother had 
been Ford Mercury dealers for several 
years, but he had never seen or sold 
that model Falcon. He was immediately 
enamored with the car. 

They proceeded to talk to the lady 
who owned the wagon and get its 
story. She had owned it since new 
and had only driven it to her job in 
Lakeport, California and back home. 
The odometer showed 62,700 miles. She 
said, ^when she drove it last, the clutch 
pedal dropped down and wouldn't 
come up." Her mechanic who had taken 
care of the car for her told her it was

Opening a Stuck Tailgate Window 


Any suggestions on how I can 
unstick my tailgate window? The 
crank is broken and even using a 
vise-grip, it will not crank all the 
way down.

This article on tailgate windows has been excerpted from 
the July 2009 issue of The National Falcon News. 


When I bought my 1963 Delux four door wagon, 
there was evidence that it had been left under a pine 
tree with the windows open for a long time. I spent 
most of the first morning cleaning old dry pine needles 
out of every possible nook and cranny, the inside of the 
heater box. Everywhere I looked, it seemed I found more 
pine needles.. 

The tailgate window would not crank all the way 
down no matter what I did. I realized that I needed to 
open up the tailgate to access the regulator mechanism 
and unblock it. This led to a paradox: in order to undo 
the bolts that hold the tailgate together, you need to open 
the tailgate. But in order to open the tailgate, you need to 
completely lower the window. I was in a quandary! 

In my Ford Shop Manual I found a procedure to open 
the stuck window. First, you need to remove all the plug 
buttons and moldings that surround the inside of the 
rear window. Then you can access the bolts that hold on 
the exterior chrome trim, allowing you to carefully open 
the tailgate with the window still up. 

To remove that exterior chrome trim, you need to 
remove four nuts from the inside, by way of incredibly 
small access holes. The bolts extend way past the nuts, 
making it impossible to use a normal socket drive. The 
access holes are too small for needle nose pliers to make

an internal problem that would 
cost her $400 to $600. Unwilling 

to pay for the repair, she had 

it towed and parked it in her 

front yard. She kept the battery 
charged and frequently started 
the engine. When she started it 
up, Red noticed she had upgraded 
the ignition system. He knew 
immediately the engine was fine. 
There were no “blow-by” or valve 
tappet noises or knocks; it sounded 
perfectly smooth. 

An offer was made and 
accepted. Red arranged with his 
friend Elmer Whaley to help him 
return the following Sunday to 
pick the Falcon up on his car dolly. 
They got it home and set it on 
stands and started to investigate 
its condition. 

An arm on the tube that goes 
from the frame to the housing 
was broken. Red's welder friend 
put a strong brace on both ends of 
the tube and the broken ends of 
the tube were fixed. The bronze 
bushings had fallen out of one end 
of the tube, but he lucked out by 
finding two bushings exactly as 
the original in a local parts supply 
store. The tube was assembled 
and returned to the car and the 
clutch worked like new. Red 
slowly worked his way through 
every mechanical part of the car, 
removed the instrument cluster, 
cleaned it and replaced the bulbs. 
The windshield was a mess; a new 
one was located in the eastern U.S. 
and shipped to California. 

New seals for the rear curved 
glass and rubber seals for the front 
vent glass were secured. Although 
this model wagon did not have 
Ford emblems on the front fender 
tops, Red added them.

The wagon's transmission was 
a three speed and someone had 
put a Hurst shifter on the floor. It 
worked but he bought the parts to 
return the shifter to the steering 
column. 

The car was originally white, 
but it had been repainted blue 
without correct preparation and 
the paint was peeling. There was 
minimal rust, no dings or dents 
and they found no evidence of 
any metal damage. The paint was 
hand stripped and prepared for 
a three-stage clear coat, sand and 
buff paint job. 

The interior trim was then 
finished in light brown with a 
light beige headliner. New vinyl 
was ordered for seat inserts and 
back rests. A new blue, fitted 
front carpet was purchased. One 
problem he encountered was the 
upholstery shop would not put the 
headliner in unless they could take 
out the rear curved glass on each 
side. The rubber seals were brittle 
and fell apart when the glass was 
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removed. They found replacements 
in Oregon and found that the liner 
had to be tucked in before they 
installed the glass and seals. The 
upholstery shop made new door 
panels and front kick panels with 
Steerhead inserts. 

Reproduction glass channels 
with chrome bead were secured 
from a company in Escondido, 
California. They were expensive 
but were duplicated exactly like the 
original. Instead of re-chroming, 
the bumpers were cleaned and 
buffed. 

When Red offered the wagon 
for sale, he called it the "California 
Surfer" and included a surfboard 
sticking out the rear window to 
sweeten the deal. 

Melvin Elroy "Red" Burke died 
peacefully at the Mendocino Coast 
District Hospital on April 11, 2012— 
about a year after he wrote us 
about his Falcon wagon. 

I wonder what ever happened 
to that Falcon wagon? Maybe we'll 
see it in Sacramento at Nationals!
